Here is a complete recogai- 
tion of a title; it we pot absolutely repugnant to 
the idea that the state may be seized in fee; be- 
cauue the state has the ultimate dominion ; the

The best 
way to aequire command of language is to make 
frequent use of yuur colloquial powers, li may 
facilitate (he acquisition of worde to read what 
others have said, bat the more effectual way ir, 
to talk yourself. 

4. It is urged in favor of novel reading that it 
gives brilliancy and sprightliness to the imagin- 
ation. So it does—but it is at the expense of all 
the other mental faculties, Individuals of bril 
hant wmagioation are seldom remarkable for dis- 
cretion, good sense, sound judgment, or any of 
the more substantial qualities of the mind.

O/ the ex+} 
perients proposed, that which scems inoat lo be 
relied apon ts, through the metium of the Legis- 
Jatare, or of a coavention chowew by the peaple, 
Jo nullify the obnuxions law, or in otbtr wortls 
to declure it ta be ueconstitutional, aod to ab- 
solve our citizens from obedience te it, unless a 
contrary deeivien should be pronounced by 
three-fourths of tbe Legislatures of the several 
Btates, or by conventioas of the , io the 
same nember of States. Those who recommend 
this course are sanguine to (heir expectations of 
fis efficacy. They assert thata sovereign State, 
under ils reserved rights, can constitutionally 
resdrt to it, and that by oo other means can the 
Union be preserved. Ve any process of rea- 
of which Tam-capable: if by avy lights 
which ¥ could derive from intellects far superior 
Yo mine, T coald accord in these views and infe- 
vences, I should rejoice to do so; for no one 
wondemns more than myself, the principle of the 
existing tariff, or more deprecates its baleful ef- 
fects. Nevertheless, afier anxious and paiofal 
meditation, directed by every motive wiiich 
ought to infuence a lover of his country, and of 
his country’s reputation and prosperity, | can- 
not perceive any substantial distinction between 
the abrogation ofa law of Congress, by a State, 
and the separation of (hat from the Usioo.— 
_ When'ae Act of Congress bas been persed. in 
its customary forms, totil repealed by the body 
enacting it, or 
Federal Judiciary, it becomes the law of the 
land,—The President of the United States is 
compelled, by his oath of office, to enforce it, 
unless, perhaps, he should be salisfied ofits un- 
constitutiorality, which is not the opiaion of 
President Jackson, as tothe Tariff of 1828.— 
Should Then the President, or the mandate -of 
We Federal Court, direct it to be carried into 
execution, it could not be resisted by ws, ex- 
cepting upon the ground, that oor State had 
withdrawn trom the federation, or by the exer- 
cise of farce. ‘The first alternative would be, 
ipso facty, a severance of this State from the 
Unioa. ‘The secoud would be an appeal to 
arms, the ultima ratio reipablica. 

Let me not be misconcerved. Iam not the 
advocate of passive obedience and pon-resis- 
tance. Jo the ordinary administration of affairs, 
the assertion of the right of the majority to bind 
the people, is. a mere truism; but a majority, 25 
wellas a minority, may be a faction ; and where 
the legislature is accused of wrurpation, or cor- 
ruption, or oppression, to contend that the will 
of s prevailing majority should alone be evi- 
dence of the legality of their proceedings, would 
render hopeless all possibility of relief. Accrisis 

bt arise, wheo tbe bonds of the aaion onzht 
to be brokea. The right of the State to secede 
from the Union, unqualifiedly, conende ; but so 
long as she belongs to it, ifshe be not bound by 
its taws, the monstrous anomaly would exist, of 
a gerernment whose acts were aot obligatory 
upon its citizens ; and of a State, constituting 
one of the members of the Union, whilst deny- 
ing the authority of its laws. 

Tam not uoaware of the conviction of many, 
that the consequences auticipated by me, would 
pot follow from a aullification of the tariff-act, 
in the mode which has been mentioned—that, 
on the contrary, the repeal of the law would be 
insured by so vigorous a resolution. To those 
who are under this conviction, I would submit, 
that it is founded upon the supposed weakness 
of their opponcats—a position as false and dan- 
gerous in politics as it isin war, and atterly un- 
worthy of (be high-minded freemen of Suuth 
Carolina. Unless a majority of the people of 
the United States were persuaded that their io 
terests were advanced by the mis-called “ Amer- 
ican System,” it would sever bave been imposed 
wpon ps by successive Congressos, from 1016 to 
1830. Is it probable (hat this majority, stimur 
fated by the lust of avarice, and sustained by the 
arm of power, would yield to the legislation or 
to the menaces of a singte State? 

It might be astved of me, whether I would ré- 
commend silence and inactivity amidst the | 
wroogs with which we are afflicted. My an- | 
swer is—no. What can constitutionally, be 
dove, by the legislature, ought to be done by it. 
Through Congress, and the Press, and comina- 

_ nications with those States whose cause is com- 
moo with ours, every possible exertion should 
be made, to dispel the delusion, woder which 
the people labor, as to the trae character of an 
waconstitativoal law, which fetters our industry, 
eri our commerce and tases the many fur 
the benefit of the few. All are injured by it, 
excepting the magufactarers; and although 
part whea combined, can carry the majority 
with (hem, yet recent events strongly indicate, 
that by attacking the Tariff. in detail, we may 
bring it back (o those principles from which it 
ougist never to have departed. 

Sbould the efforts which f bava soggosted, 
fail of saccese—sbonid the law we complain of, 
yemain uorepealed upua our statule-book—we 
should then inqaire, whether a recurrence to 
the remedy which { have adverted to would not

This is called the low pressure or condensing 
engine.

Intimations bave been 
given us that Spain is not uowilliog, and 
even preparing for war with the Uoited States, 
in the bope of making it general, and uniting 
Rurope against ws and her colonies, on the 
principle thet she has po hope of saving them. 
Her pertinacrous refusul to cede the Floridas to 
us heretofore, though evidently their terest to 
do it, gives some coloring to (he suggestions. — 
If we engage in a war, it is of the grestest im- 
portance that our people be united, and with 
that view, that Spain commence it; and, abore 
all, that the Government be free from the 
the charge of committing a‘breach of the Con- 
stitutiog. 

I hope that you have recovered your bealth.
